LAS SUNDAY

31.—Two dapper highway- 
men killed Roscoe ^Wilson, 
treasurer of the 
Majestic 


Theatre, grabbed a bag con- 
taining about $4,000 and 
and escaped in a fast road- 
ster at 10:30 a. m. Monday. 
The hold-up was at Tenth 
and Commerce streets, op- 
posite the theatre. 


The men had been waiting for 


Wilson to staft to a bank with the 
week-end receipts of the theatre. 
Patrolman A .C. Maclin passed the 
corner less than two minutes be- 
fore the hold-up and saw a man in 
a lirown suit sitting in the road 
ster with hat pulled over his eyes. 


When Wilson emerged from the 


theatre, he waited a moment for a 
green signal light to 
cross 
the 


street, and as lie crossed, M. N. Cot- 
Ion was less than three feet behind 
nim. 


At the curb on the northwest cor- 


ner, one of the highwaymen pulled 
a pistol, pointed it at Wilson and 
shouted: "Drop that!" These were 
Hie only words spoken, except when 
Wilson murmered "Don't" just as 
the shot which killed him was fired. 
Only one shot was heard. 


The highwaymen had planned the 


robbery very 
carefully. 
Wilson 


dodged behind a post, but as he did 
so the robber grabbecl his money 
bag. 
and in its "place threw on tile 


ground a bag almost identical with 
the one taken. 


This ruse for a half hour led po- 


lice to believe' the bandits failed 
to get any loot. 


At noon the robbers' car was 


found abandoned on Seventh av 
enue. Police pointed out that the 
highwaymen probably got into an 
other car by pre-arrangenient and 
fled. 


D. Friedman, who was within six 


feet of Wilson when the shooting 
occurred said the robber fired with- 
out reason and that Wilson offered 
no resistance except to dodge be 
hind a post. 
"The robber was less than two 


arm lengths from Wilson when he 
fired," Friedman said.
